Beneath her bruised body, its 


garments ripped, were found a 
pair of leather Army gloves. Po- 
lice said the gloves led to the ar- 
rest of Pfc. Maurice T. Garrett, 21, 
six foot, 200 pound veteran of 
European war service. 


Assistant State's Attorney John 


Earth said Garrett signed a state- 
ment that he had strangled and 
raped the girl on the porch after 
escorting her home froru z. *-avern 
where they had met snortly before 
midnight Saturday. 


The prosecutor said Garrett re- 


lated in his statement that: 


Alleged Statement 


"We embraced a couplo of times. 


I then felt an overwhelming de- 
sire to strangle her. which I did 
until she became unconscious. I 
raped her." 


The soldier, whose companions 


while drinking beer at the tavern 
said he told of killing Germans 
with his "bare hands." then went 
to a bias station and fell asleep, 
the prooecutor said.

Canton, 111., whose battered body 
was found Saturday along a road 
two miles south of Bureau, 111. 


An inquest has been scheduled 


for 10 a. m. tomorrow at the Bu- 
reau county courthouse in Prince- 
ton. 


The body was found concealed 


under brush and a sheet, of cor- 
rugated iron in a ditch by Forest 
McKenney, a^farmer, who was sal- 
vaging lumber from the area. The 
spot has been used for dumping 
refuse and brush. 


Victim's Head Crushed 


Bureau County A. A. Meyer re- 


ported that the victim's head was 
crushed and that the body appar- 
ently had been in the refuse dump 
for several days. A post mortem, 
held Saturday night in Princeton, 
found that death was caused by 
a blow on the head which broke 
the victim's jaw and facial bones 
and cause^ bleeding in the cerebral 
cavities.

Charles Kuchan, Jr., Canton, son- 
in-law of Morotti. Kuchan report- 
edly told Peterson that Morotti 
was accustomed to carrying large

A military source predicted that 


authorities, fearing British troops 
might seek vengeance for the flog- 
gings, would keep the ruling in 
force at least 
until after 
New 


Year's Eve. The provost marshal's 
office said that "feeling is running 
high" in the military camps. 


Jewish agency sources express- 


ed regret for the floggings. 


Authorities said that the major 


was whisked away by five armed 
men from the lounge of the Hotel 
Metropol in Nathanya. 40 miles 
north of Tel Aviv, where he was 
sitting xvith his wife. 
He was 


said to have been blindfolded, tied 
to a rack and beaten with a cane. 


Sergeants Abducted 


Meanwhile eight men, armed 


with submachine guns, abducted

(AP) — Andrei A. Gromyko, Sov- 
iet Russian delegate, rejected to- 
day the United States demand 
that the veto be waived on atomic 
control and called for an item- 
by-item discussion of the United 
States atomic plan. 


Speaking to the most critical 


meeting of the United Nations 
atomic energy commission, Gro- 
myko said that the United States, 
by proposing there should be no 
veto on punishments of nations 
violating the atomic pact, was in 
fact revising the United Nations 
charter. 


The United States fought pow- 


erfully for a decision on a sys- 
tem which would permit no veto 
on the 
punishment of nations 


breaking an atomic code. 


Veto Lone Sticker 


The problem was put squarely 


before the full United Nations 
atomic energy commission in the 
shape of an 89-page report which 
laid the ground work of a com- 
plete system of international con- 
trol and inspection advocated by 
the United States. 


Every section of the report was 


approved by at least 10 delegates 
of the 12-member commission ex- 
cept the bitterly-contested provi- 
sions on the veto.

The side of 
the car next to the burning build- 
ing was badly scorched and ef- 
forts to move the car were unsuc- 
cessful because of the severe cold 
which had frozen the boxings.

'When I Was Young' 


On his return home from the 


UN session in New York, Field 
Marshal 
Smuts, South 
Africa's 


venerable prime m.r.:fter mad- a 
couple of speeches defending his 
country's racial policies and de- 
crying- the idea of racial and re- 
ligious equality. 


In one of these speeches Mar- 


shal Smuts exclaimed. "At the 
United Nations I heard nothing 
•but the word 'equality.' 
Equal- 


ity! 
I have been a student of 


history, politics and philosophy, 
but this is a new word to me. 
When I was young we learned 
and spoke of fair play and jus- 
tice, not equality." 


That is a familiar line of reas- 


oning which always has baffled 
us, along with a great many oth- 
ers. 
It is a line of reasoning 


at once boastful and apologetic, 
and usually illogical. 
Yet how 


often have we not heard—or used 
—such words as these to defend 
a position or terminate a discus- 
sion: 


"When I was a boy for girl) 


I was always taught to believe 
so and so." 


The prime virtue always seems 


to be that the speaker was taught 
to believe so and so "when he 
was young." A changing world, 
the labor of scholars and scien- 
tists and a consequent advance- 
ment of knowledge, even the in- 
tellectual growth of the speaker 
seem to count for nothing. 


The fact that a person has 


learned something at his mother's 
knee or in the primary grades of 
a country school lends a potency 
and almost a sanctity to the in- 
formation in question. 
The pos- 


sibility 
that 
this 
information 


iright be inadequate or even false 
is beside the point. 


Thus any assortment of anti- 


quated ideas on ethics, politics, 
morals or what you will can fre- 
quently be defended by this ma- 
neuver. Logic may have the de- 
fender on the ropes. Present cir- 
cumstances may render his posi- 
tion hopeless. 
But at the last 


minute he can always assume a 
look of superiority and announce, 
in 
properly 
reverential 
tones. 


"Well, all that may be so. But 
when I was young I was always 
taught to believe . . . " 


Even so learned 
a man 
as 


Prime Minister Smuts is a vic- 
tim of this ancestor-worship and 
petrified 
consistency 
of thought 


3STor is he alone among the UN 
delegates in his affliction. 
Such 


thinking, 
conscious 
or 
uncon- 


scious, is one of the great impe- 
diments to the achievement of a 
stable and trustworthy peace. 


Too many of the men now en- 


trusted with the world's fate seem 
to have been taught to believe 
•when they were young that: 


They were superior citizens of 


a superior nation: 


All foreigners were a little pe- 


culiar and more than a little sus- 
pect; 


"My country, right or wrong,"

A common laboiei make.- a-'J.-lUU. 
without overtime in the building 
trades (New York higni, to S1.250 
(San Antonio lowi. Of course the 
unskilled ditchdiggei earns more 
than these figures suggest because 
of his overtime pay. So a teacher 
earns less than a ditchdigger and 
far less than a bnckla>er. who 
learns his skilled trade in a few 
months, while a teacher should 
complete 
16 years of schooling. 


The .average income of a brick- 
layer ranges from $4500 
(New- 


York high) to S3. 250 (Charlotte 
low), without computing the over- 
time or other pav privileges com- 
mon to the trade. 


The Roosevelt revolution 
ac- 


complished the disparagement of 
the teaching profession, removed 
the i-espect for learning and let 
the pay for it depreciate while 
the advantages for the untutored 
were raised.

So men and women are leaving 


the nation's teaching desks. Some 
60,000 teachers' joos have not been 
filled this year. At least 350,000 
have switched to other employ- 
ment for their livelihood since 
1939. 
Some may have gone into 


industry and married, but many 
properly read the signs of the 
times and have gone into govern- 
ment employment. In one single 
division of government, a bureau- 
cratic agency, more than hah! of 
the employees above the rank of 
stenographer are today ex-teach- 
ers. 
More than a third of this 


number are young men in their 
early 30s, doing advanced clerical 
work, who draw down government 
salaries from $4.000 to 56,000 a 
year, an income they could hope to 
obtain by teaching only after 30 
years of service in most small 
colleges.

according to the standaids of his 
own state. Among these one out 
of nine are some teachers who 
have not even been to high school 
- and a few of these are actually 
teaching high school classes, be- 
lieve it.

However great these mistakes 


the country is now- confronted with 
the problem of buying education 
for its young and paying for it.

tuminous resurfacing, $3.439,000; 
166,420 square yards of heavy 
concrete patching. SI.544,000. and 
construction of 12 bridges total- 
ing Sl.185,000. 


Work completed during 1946 


was approximately SS.000,000 less 
than the annual highway con- 
struction program for an average 
pre-war year, according to Wes- 
ley W. Polk, chief highway engi- 
neer. Main reasons for the slump, 
Polk pointed out, included sharp 
increases m labor and material 
costs, unstable labor conditions, 
long delays in shipments of struc- 
tural anc! reinforcing steel and an 
extreme shortage of cement dur- 
ing the latter part of the season. 


Mainly Patching in 1947 


"Speaking generally, the con- 


struction program for 1947 will 
consist of the patching, widening 
and resurfacing of existing pave- 
ments and the construction of as 
much new pavement as is possible 
under existing: conditions."
